Some of the “Wastes” 


“We have the highest ingenuity 
and efficiency in the operation of our 


industry and commerce of any na-. 


tion in the world. Yet our economic 
machine is far from perfec’. Wastes 
are legion. 
arise from widespread unemployment 
during depressions, and from specu- 
lation and over-production in booms; 
wastes attributable to labor turnover 
and the stress of labor conflicts; 
wastes due to intermittent and sea- 
sonal production, as im the coal and 
construction industries; vast wastes 
from strictures in commerce, due to 
inadequate transportation, such as 
the lack of sufficient terminals: 
wastes caused by excessive vria- 
tions in products; wastes in mate- 
rials, arising from lack of efficient 
processes; wastes by fire; and wastes 
in human lifé. 

Under the head of reducing housing 
costs Mr. Hoover says: 

“The high cost of housing con- 
struction brought to the front the 
necessity for the elimination of waste 
in that field as a contribution to 
lowering costs within the purchasing 
power of the community, and so 
maintaining activity. Aside from the 
work of the department upon the 
simplification of building materials, 
the division of building and housing 
was established to attack such prob- 
Jems as the development of uniform 
municipal building codes, the in- 
vestigation of losses and wastes in 
financing home building, and the 
study of city and town zoning.” 

Other Losses 

The report tells how the Depart- 
ment recently took the lead in an 
investigation of the tremendous “hu- 
man and physical losses” due to traf- 
fic mishaps. A number of commit- 
tees of representative men from a!! 
parts of the country have been at 
work on preliminary studies, and wil! 
make their reports to 4 national con- 
ference on street and highway safety 
to be held in Washington Dec. 15. A 
committee on statistics has already 
brought in a report indicating that 
the fatalities in 1923 were not less 
than 22,600. 

In the section of the report dealing 
With trade associations Mr, Hoover 
Bays: 

“One of the most important agen- 
cies through which the elimination of 
waste Inay be promoted is the trade 
association. It is true that a small 
minority of these associations have 
been in the past used as cloaks for 
restraint of trade by such activities 
as open-price associations and other 
aitempts to control distribution or 
prices. It is equally true that the 
vast majority of trade associations 
have no such purpose and do no such 
things. The dividing line, however. 
between what activities are in the 
publie interest and what are not in 
the public interest {is not today 
clearly defined either by the law or 
by court decision. :

Both the plaque and the book-ends 
photographed were made on a base 
of cork. Cork table mats may be 
liad in the 10-cent stores and wher- 
ever kitchen wares are sold. They 
come in various shapes—round, oval, 
pblong and square——and in different 
fFizes, so that one can buy either the 
exact size wanted, or a size and shape 
that can be cut-advantageously. The 
cork is very light, which makes it 
convenient for plaques. It is suit- 
able for book-ends because the bot- 
toms of the book-ends made from it 
do not need to be covered to pre- 
vent their scratching a polished sur 
face. 

In doing this kind of work, it is 
hecessary to have at hand a small 
alcohol lainp which sells for 40 cents 
in any stationery department, a wax 
moider and 4 wax spatula-—two in- 
Btruments that are also available at 
the stationery department at a cost 

~ of 20 cents each—and one small stick 
of each color of sealing wax to be 
® wsed. These small sticks sell for 7 
tents each. Boxed sets containing 
these articles and various others also 
sire for sale in the stores, and are 
quite worth having if one intends to 
go much of this sealing-wax work. 
How to Make the Plaque 

In making the plaque, the pattern 
of paper or chintz should be cut out 
first, and applied to the cork mat in 
the position desired. A touch of 
paste or glue will hold it in place. 
The pattern should be covered with 
the sealing wax last, however, so tha: 
the hot wax can be shaped over the 
edge of the pattern and to the edge 
of the wax which covers the back- 
ground. 

In covering the background, heat 
the end ofa stick of wax of some 
predetermined color---black was used 
fn the plaque photographed-—and then 
with a straight, quick, downward 
motion, dot the wax on the founda- 
tion. The end of the stick of wax 
should be heated until the wax 
Sust ready to drop. Reheat the end 
of the stick for each dot, and let each 
dot very slightly overlap the edge 
of the last dot.

N THE swell of the blue foam- 
fringed waves, adventure flew 
to greet the oncoming ship.

Y. M. C. A. branch that has been 
active {in the Bowery for half a 
eentury has moved Joseph ©. Mr 
Meniman, relief secretary, to cha!- 
lenge any suggestion that the a | 
conditions of at least one famous 
part in-New York show no improve- 
ment. Probably one-fourth of the 
estimated 56,000 voung men who 
come to New York in the autumn 
with rather indefinite aims are han- 
dled at this bureau. 

The wholesome 
attitude of voung men 
search of employment, 
uway of many of the disciplinary 
duties of branch heads who were 
obliged frequently to resort to the 
eviction of intoxicated refugees, the 
elimination of dreaded Sunday and 
holiday celebrations in the neighbor-

Fifteen thousand men come vearly 
fo this branch for assistance. Al- 
though a great number of these 
udvantage of the credit system, at 
least for the first few meals and 
nights’ lodgings, last vear’s report 
showed that per cent of their 
debt had been paid by themselves.

The expected crisis in Egypt has come at last.

This meeting took 
place last September, but only served to dis- 
close an irreconcilable difference of view. The 
brutal assassination of the Sirdar has brought to 
light some of the underlying forces at work and 
precipitated action. 

The fundamentals of the Egyptian problem 

are not difficult to understand. Egypt in all its 
immensely long history has never been demo- 
cratically governed. Some forty years ago the 
despotism of Khedive Ismail collapsed under 
the impact of the temptations of Western capi- 
talism. Great Britain stepped in in 1883 and con- 
\mued to govern the country, mainly through 
advisers to the Egyptian ministers, until 1922, 
when in response to the agitation conducted by 
Zaghlul Pasha, she organized the independence 
of Egypt, and promised to make that independ- 
ence effective as soon as Egypt had drawn up a 
constitution and elected a government which 
could come to terms about certain questions. 
& Mhese questions were fundamentally three. 
rhe first was the problem of assuring the con- 
‘tinued British control of the Suez Canal. The 
second was the problem guaranteeing security 
for the large foreign population resident in 
Mgypt. The third was the problem of the Sudan. 
None of these questions was easy of solution. 
“he Suez Canal runs through a corner of Egypt 
and affords no adequate base in itself from 
which it can be defended. The foreign popula- 
tion in Egypt is quite large, belongs to a num- 
ber of different nationalities, has very big. in- 
vestments in the country, and enjoys capitula- 
tory rights dating back to the days before the 
British occupation. The Sudan is inhabited 
mainly by people of non-Egyptian race at a very 
primitive stage of development, who are 
strongly opposed to being governed by Egyp- 
tians, but whose destiny is inevitably connected 
with that of Egypt by the fact that the Nile runs 
through both countries and that its waters are 
necessary to irrigation of the land of both. 

The success of the solution proposed in 192° 
depended upon one thing and one thing alone. 
it could only be carried through if the Egyptians 
returned to power a government of moderate. 
experienced men who were willing to face the 
iacts of Egypt’s geographical position, and to 
recognize that. if they were to enjoy real inde- 
pendence, their first task was to win the confi- 
dence of Great Britain and the foreign residents 
in their capacity to conduct the government and 
'o protect life and property. 

Unfortunately the election resulted in the 
complete eclipse of the moderates, and the re- 
‘urn of Zaghlul Pasha at the head of a parlia- 
ment composed almost entirely of extremist 
Nationalists. Moreover, it soon became clear. 
from the number of political murders, that in 
the background was a terrorist organization 
based on religious fanaticism and Bolshevist 
methods. In consequence Zaghlul Pasha, who 
was said to be anxious for a reasonable settle- 
ment, found himself unable to act. As he left 
Cairo for Europe an attempt was made to assas- 
sinate him because it was thought that he was 
ready for a compromise. At the same time des- 
perace efforts from Cairo were made to foment 
a rebellion in the Sudan. So that when Zagblul 
Pasha did meet Mr. MacDonald, who was cer- 
tainly not inclined to be extreme in his demands, 
he could only repeat the parrot cry of the ex- 
tremists that the Suez'Canal, the Sudan, and 
all foreign interests must be handed over to 
the unfettered control of the untried Egyptian 
Parliament. ’ 

The British Government has clearly decided 
that this state of affairs, culminating in the as- 
sassination of the Sirdar, required to be firmly 
grappled with if the situation was not to get 
entirely out of hand. Their. strong and indeed 
vehement action has obviously been designed to 
impress upon the minds of an Oriental people 
that it intends to keep contro) of the Suez Canal 
and of the Sudan, and that, if Egypt is to be in- 
dependent, there must be a government in Cairo 
which can maintain law and order, protect the 
lives and property of foreigners, and deal with 
the problems of Egypt's future in a sane and 
reasonable way. 

Opinions will differ as to whether its actions 
have been over-emphatic or not. That it was 
bound to clear up an impossible political posi- 
tion and put an end to a growing political crime 
was certain. Its most: difficult task, 
finding a way of teaching the Egyptian people 
that self-government is not the pursuit of ex- 
tremist theories, but the ability to deal with the 
practical problems of government, has still to 
be accomplished. The wisdom of its present 
policy will ultimately be judged bv its success 
in that respect. 


Unselfish and properly directed efforts are 
being made in New York to provide suitable 
housing conditions for 
the thousands of girls 
and young women who 
. annually go to that city 
Girls on from the farms and 

_ | smaller towns in search 
the vans of employment = and 
amusement. Much has 
been said and written in 
recent years in discussing the tendency of boys 
and young men to migrate from country to city. 
But it has been the purely economic phase of the 
problem that has engrossed the attention of the 
public. It has been assumed that the boys are 
able to shift for themselves wherever they may 
chance to be. But it is not from economic con- 
siderations that solicitude for the well-being of 
the girls and young women is being manifested. 
Their problem is a far more serious one. 

As a result of the survey recently made un- 
der the auspices of the society which is active 
in behalf of the girls’ welfare, the gratuitous 
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advice is that those who have no greater ambi- 
tion than to exist where so-called pleasures are 
to be found should remain at home. The cost 
of living in the cities has become so high, with- 
out a corresponding increase in the earning 
capacity of the average girl, that it is almost 
an economic impossibility to provide from the 
wages received a suitable room and necessary 
food. It is the old story told again in all its 
disagreeable and terrible details. 
ment is made that a girl going to New York 
cannot obtain a decent lodging place for less 
than $10 a week, and this she cannot pay from 
earnings averaging from $10 to $18. Thou- 
sands of these working girls, according to the 
survey, are unable to pay more than $5 or $6 a 
week for a place in which to live. Miss Cor- 
nelia Marshall, president of the association, 
asks what.becomes of the hungry, homeless 
girl. She answers her own question thus: 
“She begins to frequent the dance halls, and 
we finally become aware of her only when she 
is arraigned in the police court.” 
Estimates made show that of the 
working girls in New York between the ages of 
15 and 25, 25,000 are economically adrift, vic- 
tims of the room shortage and the temptations 
that beset the unhappily housed. That is & ter- 
rible toll to take from the homes of thousand: 
of American families where gripping want has 
never been known. It is no idle assumption 
that the great majority of these young women 
have not gone out into the world because of 
the necessity to earn their own food and shel- 
ter, but that they have foolishly determined to 
seek their fortunes among strangers, the while 
hoping to enjoy the bright lights, gay apparel 
and lively companionship. How sad, indeed, 
has been the awakening from many such 
dreams! Perplexed, disillusioned, perhaps dis- 
graced, it is natural for them to believe that 
they have forever cut themselves off from those 
who love and care for them. They try to 
stifle the prompting that urges them to turn 
their faces toward the homes where forgiveness 
and comfort await them. ; 
Thus refusing, they present a problem which 
generous and kindly dispoged strangers are en- 
deavoring to solve. Institutional life is dis- 
tasteful even to many who are helpless and 
dependent. These girls are not criminals, even 
though many may have erred seriously. Thou- 
sands of them, rightly influenced, would be- 
come noble and useful women in their own 
homes. But economic conditions seem to have 
combined to make next to impossible a satis- 
factory adjustment of the budget of a pleasure- 
seeking girl wage earner. Her plight is nota 
happy one, and were she to add her word of 
counsel t6 that given by the association which 
is so deeply concerned for her, she no doubt 
would advise all those who “have enough and 
to spare” to remain on the farm or in the town, 
even if the lights there are not overly bright 
and the dance-hall door does not stand forever 
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Adopted recently at Geneva as a method oi 
solving international disputes of all kinds, arbi- 
tration is to be applied

France and Switzerland 
on the subject of the so- 
called Geneva Zones. In 

Arbitration | other words, it is going 
\ —_y to be tested near its 

home, and by accepting 
it in a definite concrete case the Herriot Gov- 
ernment has given proof of its sincerity. The 
contrast with the Poincaré attitude on the same 
subject is worthy of notice. 

In brief, the case of the Geneva Zones is as 
follows: By Article 435 of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, France obtained from its cosignatories 
release from certain restrictions of its sov- 
ereignty in regard to two zones close to the 
Swiss city of Geneva, restrictions as to cus- 
toms imposed by the treaties following the 
Napoleonic wars. Geneva was then restored to 
Switzerland, and for its support it was to be 
allowed to import the produce of the neighbor- 
ing districts of France without paying duties, 
and, conversely, the French inhabitants of 
these zones were to be allowed to do their trad- 
ing at Geneva as theretofore without hindrance 
from the revenue officers. But Article 435 also 
stipulated that these free zones were to be sup- 
pressed only in accord with Switzerland. 

A commercial treaty between France and 
Switzerland was then drawn up, providing, 
among other things, for the suppression of the 
zones. It was accepted by the French Parlia- 
ment, but rejected by the Swiss people in a 
special referendum. Notwithstanding this, the 
Poincaré Government proceeded to suppress 
the zones without Swiss consent, asserting that 
the rejection of the treaty by the Swiss elec- 
torate was contrary to diplomatic usage, and 
that the Treaty of Versailles had liberated 
France from all restrictions on its sovereign 
rights. In other words, M. Poincaré made the 
customs line conform with the political frontier 
and moved his revenue officers close to the 
gates of Geneva. 

Against this procedure the Swiss authorities 
protested, claiming that their country had cer- 
tain vested rights in those zones which could 
not be taken away short of violating the sanc- 
There was then an exchange 
of notes and finally a conference, and now an 
agreement has been signed to settle the mat- 
ter through the offices of the High Court at 
The Hague, whose decision both parties bind 
themselves to accept—a distinct advance for 
the cause of peaceful settlement between Euro- 
pean nations. 

This arbitration act is to proceed in two 
steps. First, the Court is to give its interpre-

| tation of the exact meaning of the article in 
' the Versailles Treaty. 


This interpretation is 
to be final. Based on it, the two countries are 
then to attempt to come to terms as to the 
future régime in the two zones. If they suc- 
ceed, well and good. If they do not, they are 
not to quarrel over the matter, but to refer the 
case once more to the Hague Court, which will 
have the right to decide how the customs are 
to be collected. 

After years of squabbling, and after much 
high-sounding talk about national honor and 
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126,000 


inalienable interests, this outcome is very grati- 
fying for the cause of peace and good relations 
between two civilized powers. It is a concrete 
example of not only what arbitration can do, 
when there is a will to peace on both sides, but 
also what the Permanent Court at The Hague 
can accomplish.

After four years of study and deliberation, a

department, to be known as the Department of 
Education and Relief, with a Cabinet member 
at its head. It is announced in advance that 
there is a strong probability that the measure 
will be adopted and be made a law. This fore- 
cast is made because of the realization that the 
plan formulated avoids the controversial issues 
which have so long divided sentiment, both in 
and out of Congress, regarding the future con- 
trol of several of the governmental bureaus. 
But it is apparent that there will be, on the part 
of those who have sensed a probable danger in 
confusing education with public health regula- 
tion and control, the same opposition to this 
proposed measure that there has been to others 
having the same object in view. 

_ Perhaps it may be that the differences of opin- 
ion as tothe wisest policy to be adopted in re- 
spect to the Bureau of Forestry have not been 
adjusted by the decision of the committee to 
ignore that issue entirely. Under the plan to be 
proposed the control of that bureau will remain 
where it is now vested, in the Department of 
Agriculture. Just as precipitately, the framers 
of the bill have consigned to the wastebasket 
the plan to combine, in a single department of 
national defense, the portfolios of the Army and 
the Navy. In addition to creating a new depart- 
ment, the measure proposes to enlarge the De- 
partment of Commerce by transferring to it the 
activities of numerous subsidiary bureaus and 
commissions, and to so co-ordinate the duties 
of others as to avoid unnecessary waste and 
duplication of effort. 

Accepting this plan as thus far outlined in its 
less important details, there would remain the 
major premise, which becomes the only really 
important feature of the bill. It is not overly 
difficult to dispose of an issue by ignoring it or 
treating it negatively. Therefore there is pre- 
sented for consideration the question as to 
whether the two widely separated activities, 


—- 


education and relief, as they are termed, can be 


properly co-ordinated. It is at once apparent, 
from a cursory study of the measure, that the 
administration of the entire relief program of 
the Government, including the veterans’ bureau 
and the Civil War pension bureau, whose ex- 
penditures now amount to almost $1,000,000,000 
annually, combined with that of the public 
health service, the activities of the vocational 
training bureau, and all the other functions now 
performed by related boards and ‘commissions, 
will provide sufficient details to keep the new 
department chief and his assistants busy. 

It should at once be made apparent that this 
proposed arrangement will not satisfy those 
who have insisted that the department of edu- 
cation be made separate and distinct from al] 
others. In this measure, it will be noted, as 
in others previously proposed, it is intended to 
combine educational supervision and public 
health regulation. This is illogical, and would 
inevitably result in subjugating education to 
state medicine. Those who have opposed such 
a plan in the past will not be silent now.

Editorial Notes 

There was truth in what the Rev. George F. 
Finnie urged in Lewiston, Me.. the other day 
when discussing “the fallacy of ending war by 
war.” [fe said in part: “Subtle and crafty poli- 
ticians negotiate the ‘war psychosis,’ and em- 
broil whole nations—-and then draft voung men 
and boys to pay the full price of life for the sake 
of saving their pet plans and economic schemes. 
When Christians follow the teaching of Jesus 
that it is wrong to kill, then, and only then, will 
war cease.’ Ile spoke, too, of a “new type of 
valor,’ namely, the following of this teaching 
“at‘any cost, even that of being misunderstood 
by society.” But, after all, is this type of valor 
so exceedingly new? When it is recabed that 
every great moral reform has called for just 
exactly this kind of courage, in its particular 
relation to the issues involved, is there any 
reason to believe that so great a reform as the 
stopping of war will require anything different? 


In so many of the states in the American 
Union is there a law operative providing that 
motorists must not pass stationary street cars, 
that it arouses a smile to read in the London 
Times a letter signed by the secretary of the 
Motor Legislation Committee telling of the 
grave objections to such legislation. ‘The sug- 
gested by-law,” the letter reads in part, “if put 
into operation, would create greater traffic con- 
gestion, and therefore increase the risk of acci- 
dent.” That, doubtless, is the writer’s, or his 
committee's, opinion, but the weight of evi- 
dence in the United States is to the effect that 
such is far from being the case, and that the 
enforcement of this regulation makes for much 
greater safety to the public. 

While the study of arguments for and against 
paying inmates of penal institutions for their 
labor while serving sentence may be interest- 
ing, when it comes to drawing a working con- 
clusion, an ounce of practice is worth a pound 
of theory. In the Square Deal, a prison paper 
edited and printed by inmates of the Maryland 
Penitentiary and House of Correction, one reads 
that ‘“‘prisoners here and in the House of Cor- 
rection earned for themselves $149,000 last year. 
Much of this sum went to the wives and chil- 
dren. some of it has been placed in-banks and 
some has been spent for the little things which 
make for comfort.” Is there need for any fur- 
ther arguments regarding the advisability of

Probably 99 per cent of the people in the United States 


and Canada are convinced that it represents a custoi |

celebrated by them to the exclusion of all other nation- 
alities. 

These conjectures are‘all three wrong. Thanksgiving 
Day is not an American invention, it was not initiated 


once and for all by the Pilgrims, and it is celebrated in ' 


probably most of the countries of the world in one way 
or another. Certain features of it, to be sure, are Ameri- 
can, such as the turkey, cranberry sauce and presidential 
proclamation; but other countries, to match these fea- 
tures, have embroidered thelr peculiar customs around a 
general day of celebration. 

The whole subject presents as interesting a bit of re- 
search as any scholar could ask, but since to go in per- 
son to all the countries in which Thanksgiving is ob- 
served did not seem feasible, the writem resorted to a4 
place in New York where many nations meet.

At the Foreign Language Information Service on 
Forty-Second Street there are sixteen different foreign 
Janguage bureaus, each of which is in constant touch 
with the people of its own tongue threugh its work with 
the immigrants. The organization, since 1918, has been 
busy interpreting America to the immigrant and the 
immigrant to America, and the data on European Thanks 
givings were gladly furnished, with a view toward making 
a little clearer the bonds between the New World and 
the Old, and revealing some of the background of our 
thousands of foreign-born fellow citizens. 

Sifting the Thanksgiving news from sixteen countries, 
then, it becomes apparent that a feast day, at some time 
in the year, is a custom in almost all the nations of 
Europe. In no country, however, is it a universally ob- 
served national holiday, as it is in America, where the 
head of the Government issues a proclamation and 
business closes down entirely. As a rule, it has to do 
with the safe reaping of the harvests: it is observed, 
therefore, more in the country districts than in the 
cities; and finally; the nearest approach to an official 
nature is in some of the southern nations, where the 
church often sets aside a dav. 

Perhaps most nearly like American Thanksgiving 
the custom of the Czechoslovaks. These people have two 
autumn celebrations, one, Obzinky, which is a harvest 
home festival. and the other, Posviceni, which commemo- 
rates the consecration of the church. Obzinky is the occa- 
sion of tying up the last grain in one large sheaf, dubbing 
it the “old woman,” and delivering it at the farmhouse 
with many little ceremoniés which end in a grand feast. 
In Moravia the people actually tie up an old woman in 
the last sheaf, and the sheaf, but not the woman, occupies 
a place of honor until Christmas arrives.

The authors of the electoral law under which the 
Italian elections were fought in April last set before 
themselves, as their principal object, the task of devising 
a system which would secure a large and, if possible, 
permanent majority to the Government for the lifetime of 
Parliament. The tramers of the law. however, seem to 
have given little attention to minor details, and the 
defects which began to appear when the elections were 
over were so obvious that a revision of the law is now 
imperative. For instance, no provision bas been made 
to replace those deputies who, in the course of a Legis- 
lature, either pass on or resign. For this reason the 
number of deputies has already been reduced by five. 
What will be the actual number of deputies, say, two 
years hence is a query which nobody can answer. At 
the same time, there is always the possibility that the 
deputies of the Opposition groups may resign en masse 
in order to force the-Government to new elections, the 
result of which, even if held under the present system. 
will mot be as certain as last time.
